FOR $1,148,312 
TO COME UP TODAY 


Cases Will Be Handled One at a 
Time, One of Them Being 
: for $652,793. 


Five mill tax suits of the city 
against the United Railways will be 
taken up in Judge Shields’ division 
of the Circuit Court Tuesday after- 
noon, one at a time. They contain an 
aggregate claim of $1,148,312.85 
against the corporation, the largest 
being for $652,793.43. 

James Adkins, secretary and treas- 
urer of the company, has been or- 
dered to bring into court the records 
of the United Railways showing the 
number of passengers carried from 
Jan. 1, 1907, to Nov. 1, 1908. 

Besides these five suits there is an- 
other docketed in Judge Shields’ court 
and one pending and one under advise- 
ment in Judge Grimm’s court. “Judge 
Fisher recently gave the city a judg- 
ment for $56,000 in one of the cases. 

The suits are brought on an ordinance 
passed in March, 1903, assessing¢a tax 
of 1 mill for every passenger carried by 
the company. One appeal of the United 
Railways got into the United States 
Supreme Court, where a judgment was 
given for the city. 

The contention of the corporation 
is that while this decision affirmed 
the right of the city to pass such an 
ordinance, it did not pass on the va- 
lidity of the ordinance. The company 
insists that the ordinance is invalid 
because it imposes a double taxation 
on the street car company.

TAR WASTE $12,000,000 








WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—As an evi- 
dence of waste in this country Prevost 
Hubbard, chemist of the United States 
Bureau of Good Roads, today pointed 
that more than 600,000,000 gallons of tar 
which could be used in road building is 
being lost yearly in the coke ovens of 
the country. Valued at 2.4 cents a gal- 
lon this is a monetary loss of $12,000,000.

Wright, who wrote the original report 
on the Everglades, which was revised 
by Chief Engineer C. G. Elliott, was 
responsible for charges of misapplica- 
tion of funds. This was the reason for 
the dismissal of Elliott and his assistant 
from their positions, it was annonuced. 

Representative Clark of Florida has 
alleged to the committee that he got 
from Secretary Wilson’s own lips that 
the Elliott-Morehouse revised report 
was suppressed because of the protesta- 
tions of those interested in the Ever- 
glades promotion: Glark’s charges 
caused the inquiry to be started. 

The reclamation of the Everglades 
got its greatest boost when Napoleon 
Bb. Broward was elected Governor of 
Florida in 190%. Reclamation had been 
one of his battle cries in the campaign 
and he rehabilitated the project after 
he got into office. Broward and for- 
mer Gov.

Bryan, controlled the Internal Improve- 
ment Board. The first result of their 
agitation was the sale of some small 
tracts of the swamp at from §2 to $3 an 
acre.

New Comedy Tells Charming 
Story of Innocent Love and Is 
Excellently Played.

N “The Runaway” at the Olympic 


on Monday evening Miss Billie 

Burke so overwhelmingly endeared 
herself anew to the big and brilliant 
first-night installment of her St. Louis 
public that I am now more than ever 
confirmed in my belief as to her being 
the best-loved comedienne on the Amer 
ican stage. 

Nearly six months ago, when I saw 
this play in New York and duly re- 
viewed it for the Post-Dispatch’s read- 
ers, I told you of the affectionate ac- 
claim witb which its delightful little 
star was hailed by her metropolitan 
audiences. East or West, it seems to 
be all the same, so far as Billie Burke 
is concerned. She has cuddled herself 
snugly into what seems to be the very 
warmest spot in the American play- 
goer’s heart. 

The fun of it was, too, that Billie 
Iurke's conquest comes now from 
what Uncle Sam’s gunners would call a 
skillful employment of ricochet fire in 
hot action. 

Ostensibly, her Colette is aiming 

exclusively at the heart of a certain 
middle-aged artist of Paris -who had 
strolled into her native Breton country 
to paint its quaintly colorful Scenes for 
his own further glory and with little 
more than a laughing thought of the 
gifted and extremely pretty young girl 
whom there he chanced to meet. 
She is thinking of this Maurice De- 
lonay on the stage, not of the people 
confronting her across the footlights, 
and everyone of her naively irresisti- 
ble little wiles of coquetry was leveled 
at him, with all the concentration pos- 
sible to a maiden who had been com- 
pletely swallowed up in love before she 
had time to realize what was happen- 
ing to her. 

It was a. bit piteous, too, because, at 
the first, there was little likelihood of 
the great Maurice Delonay, ‘ world-fa- 
mous French painter and member of 
the Institute, really returning Colette's 
sweet love. 

She amused him, she interested him, 
she herself had the vital spark of ar- 
tistic inspiration in her pure soul, she 
was a lonely child, somewhat unduly 
disciplined by her two spinster aunts— 
Delonay found much entertainment in 
her good comradeship. 

But no one could have been more 
amazed than he, or for a time, more 
sincerely dismayed, than when cud- 
dling little Colette suddenly appeared 
in his own studio quarters in Paris, a 
runaway from her Breton home to es- 
cape au odious marriage, entreating his 
protection, her thought as innocent as a 
child’s, and, therefore, because Maurice 
Delonay was a gallant gentleman, this 
Same innocence protecting her as though 
she were but a child. 

Nevertheless, with all her childlike- 
ness, Colette was a woman—and sud- 
denly Delonay himself woke to a reali- 
zation of this truth, at the same time, 
too, realizing that he, a grizzled Bohe- 
mian cf 50, had been fool enough to fall 
in love with this dimpled thing of 18. 

I do not remember ever having seen 
a house more keenly touched with ten- 
derness than was that of Monday night 
when Colette, doubting that the illus- 
trious Delonay was offering to marry 
her through any feeling more serious 
than the impulse of protective pity, and 
Delonay, doubting that Colette was ac- 
cepting him through any feeling more 
serious than that of gratitude for his 
goodness, each suddenly discovered the 
other’s great and genuine love. 

It was a fine scene, finely conceived 
and finely acted, and Billie Burke anu 
C. Aubrey Smith alike justly shared in 
the long-continued applause that fol- 
lowed tne curtain’s fall. 

In addition to the admirable Delonay 
played by Mr. Smith, the work of the 
company as a whole was excellent. 
Especially good was that of Edwin Ni- 
cander in the character-comedy role of 
Alcide Pingo, the would-be Breton hus- 
band of Colette; of Emily Wakeman 
and Isabel West, as her spinster aunts: 
of George Howell as Simoneau, William 
Raymond as Pierre Berton, Morton Sel- 
ten as Vignaux, comrades of Delonay, 
and of Alice Gale as Leonie and Jane 
Evans as Nancy Vallier. 

The play's scenic presentation was 
faithfully picturesque.

T doesn’t seem possible that the for-

; WORK OF DR. LISTER. 

Dr. Joseph Lister, whose death is announced in 
London, insisted himself that all he did was to 
bring surgery into conformity with Pasteur’s dis- 
ecveries. But to formulate the law of surgery 
from those discoveries was itself a great achieve- 
ment. To apply the law involved vast experi- 
mentation alrected by the keenest intelligence. 

Discovery at this late date of a new and ap- 
proved antiseptic is still a cause for congratula- 
tion. Dr. Lister had to begin with strong car- 
bolic acid, often impure. He is the father of that 
miraculous surgery of the present which marked 
Zreater advance in 40 than in the preceding 4000 
years. Every person who has passed through an 
appendicular or other abdominal operation. who 
has, escaped distress or blemish through trans- 
planting of tissues, who has found relief throur 4 
any of the scores of major or minor operations 
which a few years ago would have been prohib- 
ited, not because of their difficulty but because 
of their incidental risks, is a direct beneficiary of 
Dr. Lister.

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JUDICIAL HAIR SPLITTING. 

Judge Allen’s decision invalidating the ordi- 
nance for the regulation of electricity rates may 
be good law and good English, but it illustrates 
the difficulty of making the will of the people 
effective through legislation. 

Because the Cooper act enabled cities to fix the 
charges of public utility corporations and the 
ordinance regulated the rates by designating only 
the maximum price, the measure is nullified by 
the Court. Although the words “fix” and “reg- 
ulate” are not synonyms, they have kindred mean- 
ings. To adjust comes within the definition of 
both. There is fair ground for the opinion that 
the power to fix specific rates would include the 
power to fix a maximum limit. 

There is no doubt about the purpose of the 
Legislature in passing the Cooper enabling act. 
I: was intended to empower municipal legisla- 
tures to protect consumers against unjust charges 
by public utility corporations. The validity of 
that act is not impaired by the decision. There 
is no doubt about the intent of the regulating 
ordinance. It is clearly within the purpose and 
spirit of the act. But its terms were not within 
the precise. definition of the wording of the en- 
abling act, nor is it practical to make it so. The 
result is that the popular will embodied, after a 
prolonged struggle, in a legislative act, is defeat- 
ed by a technicality. 

The only effect of the decision is delay, that 
flaw in our system of legislation and legal pro- 
cedure which has been a prolific source of pop- 
ular discontent and revolutionary agitation. If 
the Supreme Court does not reverse the decision, 
if the Municipal Assembly cannot find a practical 
method of utilizing the State law, the State Leg- 
islature will be compelled to pass another act. 

After long and costly procedure, the people will 
find a way to control the public utility corpora- 
tions, if they do not take the bull by the horns 
and seize the public utilities. There is a limit to 
popular patience with legislative tinkering and 
judicial hair splitting.

Nelson, to begin with, overcame great 
natural obstacles in becoming a fighter. 
A bad left arm was one. On defense he 
could not raise it above his shoulder, 
‘eaving the left side of his face exposed 
to the blows of his opponent. And it 
shows the effects, likewise, in a pitiful- 
ly puffed and messed up ear. 

Further, Nelson never acquired any 
great cleverness, partly on account of the 
arm, For years, when the six-round game 
was flourishing, Bat eked out a bare ex- 
iatence in preliminaries around Chicago, 
getting punched and outpointed with regu- 
larity enough to discourage the gamest. 
Rut Bat stuck to it, took hig beating, 
eradually finding out that all the lacings 
he received could not hurt him. 

When he went into the distance events 
he discovered his forte. and at last he 
came into his own. Most men would have 
sickened and tired under the punishment 
long before the consummation,

The proposition that is not so sure of 
adoption makes it necessary to obtain waiv- 
ers from both major leagues, instead of one, 
before drafted players can be disposed of.
